G.S.R. 147. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the India Security Press (Class I and Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, published with the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) No. G.S.R. 599, dated the 1st 
March, 1968, namely : — 

1, (i) These rules may be called the India Security Press (Class I and Class II posts) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

(ii) They shall como Into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the India Security Press (Class I and Class II Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, 

(1) for rule 6, the following rules shall be substituted, namely 

“Any person appointed to the posts mentioned at SI. Nos. 2, 3, J and 6 of the Schedule on or after publication of these 
rules shall, if so required, be liable to serve in Defence Service or posts connected with the Defence of India , for a period 
not less than four years, Including the period spent on training, if any: 
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Provided that such person: — (a) shall not be required to serve as aforesaid after the expiry of ten years from the date 
of appointment; (b) shall not ordinarily be required to serve as aforesaid after attaining the age of forty years. 

(ii) for rules 7, the following rule shall be substituted namely : — 

7. Disqualification: — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.” 

(iii) after rule 8, the following rule, shall be inserted, namely:— 

”9 Saving — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.”;

G.S.R, 150. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (1) of section 2J of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 
1962), the Central Government, being satisfied that it is 
necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
Hollows imported for the manufacture of Seamless Steel 
Tubes to be supplied for use in the manufacture of in 
dustrial and power boilers from so much of the duty of 
customs leviable thereon which is specified in the First 
Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934, (32 of 1934) as 
is in excess of the duty leviable at the rate of 30 per cent

(1) The Director General Technical Development or uny 

one empowered by him in this behalf, certifies in 
each case that he is satisfied that the Hollows in 
question are or will be required for the purpose 
specified above and recommends the grant of the 
exemption as above mentioned; 

(2) The Importer shall, by the execution of a bond, in 

such form and for such sum the Assistant Collec- 
tor of Customs may, having regard to the circums- 
tances, specify in this behalf, bind himself to pay, 
on demand, in respect of such Hollows, as are not 
proved to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collec- 
tor of Customs to have been used for the aforesnid 
purpose, an amount equal to the difference between 
the duty leviable on such Hollows under the second- 
mentioned Act but for the exemption contained

S.O. 162. — In exercise of the powers coferred by the 

E roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
y makes the following rules regulating the method of re- 
cruitment to certain Class III posts in the Industries Orga- 
nisation in the Dandakaranya Project under the Ministry of 
Labour and Rehabilitation (Department of Rehabilitation) 
namely 

1. Short title and commencement.— (I) These rules may 
be called the Dandakaranya Project, Industries Organisation, 
(Class III posts) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts »pe- 
cifled in column I of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 


3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be specified in columns 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 


4. Method of recruitment, age-llmlt, qualifications etc. — 

The method of recruitment to the said posts, age-limit, qua- 
lifications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct 
recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes or other special categories in accordance 
with the orders issued from time to time, by the 
Central Government. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, next time 
shall be eligible for appointment to said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage fs permissible under the 
personal lew applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this. 


6. Powers to relax. — Where the Central Oovemment is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
creby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Class 111 and Class IV posts in the Central 
Labour Institute, Bombay and the Regional Labour Institutes.

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Central Labour Institute and Regional Labour 
Institutes (Class III and IV Posts) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts spe- 
cified in column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of posts, its clas< Ideation and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sche- 
dule hereto annexed. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit and other qualifications 
etc. — The age-limit, qualifications and other matters connected 


therewith for recruitment to the said post shall be as speci- 
fied in columns 5 to 13 of the said schedule provided that 
the upper-age limit specified in column 6 of Ihe Schedule may 
be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes or other special category of per- 
sons in accordance with the general orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time. 

3. Disqualifications. — No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted n marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted marriage with any person, shall be eli- 
gible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other parly to Ihe marriage and there are other 
grounds for so doing exempt any person from 
the operation oF this rule. 

6. Powers to relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.
